The case was submitted to Judge 
Sohlberg by Nelson and defense 
attorney William Mil er on the 
basis of testimony in the jury trial 
on a headlighting charge by May­ 
nard Bossow, Days River, which 
took place Dec, 3 in Judge Sohl- 
berg’s coin I. Nelson and Rossow 
were traveling together in a truck 
on the Stonington Peninsula when 
conservation dicers arrested them 
the night of Nov. 17. 
Rossow To Appeal 
A six-man jury found Rossow 
guilty Dec. 3 and Judge Sohlberg 
fined him $50 and assessed him 
court costs of $66.16. The reason 
Rosow’s court costs were greater 
* than Nelson’s is the gl oater ex­ 
pense of a jury trial. 
After his trial Rossow gave im­ 
mediate notice of Intent to appeal 
the case to Circuit Court. 
In the trial, conservation offi­ 
cers testified they watched the 
truck in which Nelson and Ros­ 
sow were 
riding “shine” fields 
along the road. Nelson and Rossow 
categorically denied this. 
Tossed Out Gun 
In his decision on the Nelson 
case. Judge Sohlberg said he ac­ 
cepted as truth the testimony of 
the conservation officers. 
Also during the trial. Nelson 
testified there was a wrapped gun 
In the box of the truck. He testi­ 
fied that when he saw the con­ 
servation officers, he stood on tile 
truck’s running board, unwrapped 
the gun, and tossed it to the side 
of the road. 
lf the gun had been fully en­ 
closed or wrapped, the two men 
would not have been liable under 
the law. Judge Sohlberg noted: 
“The fact that the defendant at­ 
tempted to toss the gun out into 
the woods indicates to me that he 
and his companion must have had 
the gun where it was available in 
case they should see any game, 
and the attem pt to hide the gun 
was an attem pt to dispose of in­ 
criminating evidence.”

Escanaba Kiwanis 
Club by A. V. Aronson, city man- 
I ager. 
Aronson said that he had been 
notified officially 
by 
the 
Mead 
Paper Co. interests who control 
the 
Escanaba 
Power 
Company, 
which at present is supplying the 
city’s needs, that they wish to get 
out of the utilities business and 
use all their current for project 
ed expansion of their paper m ak­ 
ing fa c ilitie s at Escanaba. 
This 
statem ent was verified by E. G. 
Bennett, paper company manager 
here, who told the gathering: 
“We have definite' plan* for ex 
tensive expansion, and would like 
to get out of the electric power 
business as soon as possible.” 
The city manager said he also 
believed that the city should try 
to solve the power situation aa 
quickly as is feasible. He pointed 
out that the 
city’s 
power 
con­ 
sumption had risen from 2,800,000 
KW in 1923 to 26,000,000 last year, 
Foul possibilities have been in­ 
vestigated in the search for power 
sources, Aronson said. These in­ 
cluded; 
1. Go along on the present ar­ 
rangement with the paper com­ 
pany until tile contract runs out. 
The city manager described this 
plan us illogical, pointing out that 
any other industrial expansion in 
Escanaba would be at the expense 
of the paper company, bound by 
contract to supply the electrical 
needs of the city in any amount. 
2. Turn the city electrical utili­ 
ties over to private interests. 
No 
Offers have been received from 
private suppliers, 
Aronson 
said, 
commenting 
that 
this 
system 
would probably prove the most 
expensive for both city and con­ 
sumers, 
3. Operate a municipal gener­ 
ating plant. 
This 
solution 
may 
have to come in future years, it 
is believed. 
4. Work with the Rural Elec­ 
trification Commission to contract 
for surplus power from a plant 
Which tile REA proposes to build 
at Gladstone. 
Aronson said that 
this plan probably offers the best 
quirk remedy, although city pro­ 
fits on electrical power would be 
cut by higher demand rates. The 
tentative demand rate under the 
REA plan has been placed at $1 
pet KWH, compared with 85 cents 
undo 
the present arrangem ent, 
an added cost of $43,000 annually 
to the city. 
It is not likely that 
increases would be passed on to 
the consumer, at least not at first, 
thi> manager said. 
A loss in revenue to the city is 
another item for the city to con­ 
sider in choosing a new electrical 
source, the Kiwanians were told. 
Electrical 
revenues 
last 
year 
amounted to $605,000, with a pro­ 
fit of $242,000 turned over, $6,000 
more than the city receives in pro­ 
per ty taxes. 
In 15 years the elec­ 
trical departm ent has turned over 
$2,275,000 in taxes and profits, 
and when this revenue is cut off 
the city will have to find some 
other source of revenue or make 
economies to meet the loss.

The city has assumed that 
Re­ 
present power contract will 
not 
expire until Aug. I, 
1959. 
The 
Power Company 
now 
questions 
whether the contract did not ex­ 
pire Aug. 7, 1951—more than two 
years ago. 
Cite Supreme Court 
City M anager Aronson h'as sup­ 
plied the power advisory 
board, 
appointed by the City Council to 
study the city’s electric 
shortage 
problem, with copies of a letter 
from E. G. Bennett of the Escana­ 
ba Paper Company. There is no 
reason why the information should 
not be made public, the city m an­ 
ager told Todd Gayeff, power ad­ 
visory board chairman. 
Bennett’s letter cites comments 
by F. D. Sehnacke, Mead Corpora­ 
tion counsel, on the legality of a 
15-year contract. 
Schnacke quotes a ruling of the 
Michigan Suprem e Court in con­

ing of electricity to the city, and 
that it is within the flower of Up­

ANSW ER: Amen! In fact, the only point 
at which I would take issue with you is 
your description of radio announcers 
as 
“highly paid.” That's true for the very top­ 
flight of announcers on radio and TV net­ 
works but the 
run-of-the-m ill 
sm all-sta- 
tion announcer, I fear, is far from highly 
salaried. 
I should say .also, that your assigning of 
blame to the script rather than to its read­ 
er is sound. I often marvel that the 
lan­ 
guage used in radio and TV comes as close 
to everyday American speech as

does, 
when I come on an example of radio ad- 
copy like this one recently received by a 
prospective advertiser from a TV 
station. 
The purpose of the letter was to persuade 
Hie “client” to buy time on a popular chil 
dren's program.

Drink Only Pasteurized M ilk 


To Prevent Undulant Fever

I should like to be able to give a 
com­ 
pletely encouraging discussion of 
chronic 
undulant fever and its treatment as 
re­ 
quested by Mrs. S. T., but unfortunately 
this disease is still far from conquered. 
U ndulant fever, or brucellosis, is a germ 
disease It is spread to human beings prin­ 
cipally by drinking milk from infected ani­ 
mals or by eating contaminated meat. The 
animals particularly likely to be involved 
are cattle, sheep, goats, and hogs. 
The most common form of the disease iii 
hum an beings is caused by one of several 
varieties of germs belonging to the brucel­ 
la family, and giving rise to undulant fev­ 
er, or brucellosis as it is sometimes called. 
Infections of this sort are practically world­ 
wide, and health authorities in many places 
are deeply concerned about it. 
There are two principal varieties of the 
hum an form of the disease. One is the acute 
attack in which a chilly feeling, fever, loss 
of weight, headaches and pains in the m us­ 
cles and sweating are common. Sometimes 
a sash on the skin is present.

DIAGNOSIS IS DIFFIC ULT 


One of the most serious problems about 
undulant fever is the difficulty in making 
a diagnosis. Symptoms help when they are 
characteristic. Finding the germs 
in 
the 
blood is decisive but too often this 
fails, 
particularly in the chronic type of the dis­ 
ease. There is certainly need tor better and 
more accurate tests than are now 
avail­ 
able. 
Many treatm ents are in use. The most 
promising are the sulfa drugs and the anti­ 
biotics or combinations of these. The 
re­ 
sults of treatm ent, although improved, are 
not always entirely satisfactory so that pre­ 
vention is highly important. For the individ­ 
ual the most important preventive measure 
if to drm k only pasteurized milk.

Unofficially and privately, State D epart­ 
ment officials admit, that Police Chief F er­ 
guson w'as about as necessary as a smoky 
chimney.

courier was quite able to protect himself. 
He had done so before in the past. He was 
not going to iron curtain countries, but to 
such friendly countries as France and G er­ 
many.

Ifs the job of these organized labor rep­ 
resentatives inside the Treasury 
to

suade labor to buy bonds through monthly

To Delta Roads 


Delta County Road Commission 
lias crushed a record amount of 
gravel this year and practically 
all of it has gone immediately 
onto county roads, according to 
W illiam 
Karas, 
county 
road 
superintendent, who gave this in- 
Jormation 
at 
a 
meeting of 
the 
Road Commission on Monday. 
About 
120.000 cubic yards oi 
gravel have been crushed so tar 
this year, and crushing is still 
going on because of fine weathei 
Only 6,000 of these cubic yards 
have 
been 
stockpiled 
The 
rest 
has been used to gravel about IOO 
to 110 miles of road. 
Karas 
said 
savings 
have 
de­ 
veloped from changes of equip­ 
ment used for crushing this year. 
The county used to operate two 
crushers, a large one and a small 
one. Last year the large one pro­ 
duced 70.948 cubic yard? of gravel 
at 48 cents a yard. 


Two Crushers 
The small one produced 17,223 
cubic yards at a cost of 73 cents 
a yard. 
It took as m any men to operate 
the little machine as it did the 
big one. 
This year 
the county 
bought 
another large crusher, identical to 
the large one it already had. The 
two machines use identical prints, 
so ifs not necessary to ke- p two 
complete sets of 
pare parts on 
hand, as it was when the county 
was using both a large and a small 
machine. 
The new machine has 
already 
saved the county $10,208 dollars. 
Karas said. A record 120,000 cubic 
yards of gravel have been crush­ 
ed this year, compared to the pie- 
vious record of 88,171 yards in 
1952. 


Total cost using both crushers 
so far this year has been 48 cents 
a cubic yard, Karas said. Final 
figures 
are not 
in yet because 
crushing is still going on. 


Blacktop Program 
Karas noted the use of the new 
crusher meant the county's crush­ 
ing capacity has been increased 
with very little increase of cost 
of crushing. 
Also mentioned 
at the 
Road 
Commission’s 
meeting 
was 
the 
possible blacktop program for ne,\t 
year. Special gravel is needed for 
blacktopping— an 
“ almost 
d e a n ” 
gravel with less than five percent 
clay content. 
The county has previously used, 
on a cooperative basis with the 
city of Escanaba, a site* near the 
ore docks for its blacktop gravel 
This is just about depleted, Karas 
said. Another site, just 
west of 
the Frank Barron Fla t Rock farm, 
w ill be depleted this year 
The size of next ye ar’s blacktop j

They ate a pale blue-green 
with a sharp hard tip. Eastern red 
cedar has dark blue-green needles 
that are scalelike.

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Yuletide Trees 
That Are Dry 
Are Fire Hazard 
Don’t buy if it’s dry. 
That's a food slogan to remem­ 
ber in selecting a Christmas tree, 
advises Martin L 
Davey, Jr., of 
the Davey Tree Expert Co. 
You can’t tell a tree by its ap­ 
pearance. The most beautiful may 
be so dry that needles 
will burn 
like tinder, making 
it a serious 
potential fire hazard in the home. 
Best way is to make 
the 
twig 
test. Feel twigs and needles with 
.'our fingers to see if they’re dry 
and brittle. Then bang 
the tree 
butt sharply against the floor. If 
this brings a shower 
of needles, 
the tree is too dry. 
Next thing is how long you want 
the tree to last at home. If only a 
few days service is required, the 
Norway spruce is both 
attractive 
and economical. 
A balsam fir, a Douglas 
fir cl­ 
one of the long-necdled pines will 
last longer but they will cost more. 
When a tree is finally purchased 
and carried home, 
stick 
it in 
water. Bases that 
can be 
filled 
with water are available at florist 
ships, or a tinfoil-decorated pail 
well do the trick. 
Christmas 
trees require 
daily 
watering 
as much 
as 
fresh-cut 
flowers. Recutting the butt usual­ 
ly helps the tree absorb moisture 
mer'' readily.

Tussle Ahead 


On Farm Policy 


Bv C O N G R E S S I O N A L Q U AR T E R L Y 
W A S H IN G T O N 
(C Q ) — The 
Am erican farm er, financially ro­ 
bert during the w ar and early 
post-war years, is feeling peaked 
and seeks a tonic. Here are some 
remedies prescribed to restore the 
healthy bounce 
to 
agricultural 
prosperity. 
Secretary of Agriculture 
E tth 
T aft Benson has not committed 
himself on specific price-support 
programs, and believes farm prob­ 
lems ale too complex for solution 
by any single cure-all. The tone 
of his statements indicates that 
he prefers “ natural” forces, with 
a m inim um of dependence on gov­ 
ernment, to m aintain agriculture’s 
economic health. He has promised, 
however, not to destroy any pro­ 
gram until he has “ something bet­ 
ter” to replace it. 
Benson proposes to spark the 
effectiveness of natural forces by 
expanding m arkets— through m er­ 
chandising and research. The re­ 
sults, he hopes, w ill be increased 
demand, discovery of new 
uses 
for .surplus commodities, and re­ 
duction of the bite w hich waste 
and overhead take out of the con­ 
sum er’s dollar and the farm er’s 
income. 
L o v e r Supports Urged 
He depends greatly on advisory 
commissions. His leading advisers 
reportedly w ill recommend gener­ 
ally lower supports for basic and 
non-basic 
commodities. 
direct 
subsidies to wool producers, and a 
two-price plan to help Am erican 
wheat and cotton capture bigger 
shares of the w'orld market. 
The Am erican 
Farm 
Bureau 
Federation believes there is “ no 
substitute” for domestic and for­ 
eign markets, and for efficiency 
in 
production, 
marketing, 
and 
merchandising. 
It 
opposes rigid 
supports and great 
reliance 
on ! 
controls. 
The National Farm ers Union fa­ 
vors m andatory price supports on 
all farm commodities at a m ini­ 
mum of IOO per cent of parity. It 
would use direct payments as well 
as traditional support mechanism. 
In lieu of winning adoption of its 
entire program, the Farm ers Union 
advocates extension of 90 per cent 
supports and their expansion to 
cover nil farm commodities. 
The National Grange seemingly 
has retreated part-way from its 
traditional opposition to fixed sup­ 
ports, recommending their temp­ 
orary continuation 
for 
the 
six 
basic commodities provided safe­ 
guards 
against 
surpluses 
alc 
strengthened. It believes flex ib le 
supports are preferable 
in 
the 
long run, and that even with flex­ 
ible supports expanded 
markets 
would provide the only real solu­ 
tion to farm price problems. The 
Grange supports two-piece plans 
for export crops. 
Short-Term Expansion 
Chairm an George D. Aiken (R- 
V t.) 
of 
the 
Senate 
A griculture 
Com m ittee has in the past opposed 
rigid supports in favor of flexible 
props, but said Oct. 26 that he 
would have “ no objection” to a 
one-year extension— through 1955 
—of m andatory fixed 90 per cent 
supports 
for 
basic 
commodities. 
The changeover to flexible sup­ 
ports can be made, he believes, 
when surpluses are whittled down. 
Direct payments, Aiken told CQ, 
might be suitable for support of 
w'ool and a few other commodities. 
He believes direct 
supports 
for 
perishables would be infeasible on 
a permanent basis. 
Chairm an Clifford R. Hope (R- 
Kau.) of the House Agriculture 
Committee has indicated no change 
in his long-time advocacy of fixed 
supports 
for 
basic 
commodities. 
However, tie said Sept. 21 that the 
“ price support 
program 
w ill 
be 
successful only 
when 
producers 
are w illing to adjust supply and 
demand.” 
Sen. Robert S K err (D-Okla ), 
one of Benson’s leading critics, has 
a bill pending which would re­ 
quire supports for basic anti many 
non-basic commodities— including 
perishables— at IOO per 
cent 
of 
parity. He opposes compensatory 
payments and other indirect meth­ 
ods of support. 
Sen. Milton R. Young (R-N . O.), 
who has urged Benson to resign, 
favors extension of 90 
per 
cent 
fixed price supports on basics for 
at least three years. He would ex- 1 
tend these supports to some other 
storable commodities, and, if nec­ 
essary, would support cattle di­ 
rectly.
